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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Penryn  during  1963. 

The  vital  statistics  are  marred  by  an  exceptionally  large 
upward  swing  in  the  death  rate,  from  13.2  per  1,000  in  1962  to  17.2  per 
1,000  in  1963.  It  was  tempting  to  attribute  this  to  the  exceptionally 
cold  spell  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  but  that  provided  only  a  partial 
answer. 


There  was  virtually  no  epidemic  disease  during  the  year  but 
this  I  regret  to  say  was  not  due  to  a  high  immunisa.tion  rate  among  the 
children.  That  the  protection  rate  against  poliomyelitis  is  fairly 
satisfactory  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  there  v/ere  cases  of  this  disease 
in  the  Borough  within  recent  years  whereas  the  last  case  of  diphtheria  has 
been  completely  forgotten. 

Once  more  I  am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  understanding  and 
consideration  throughout  the  year  and  B/ir.  Armstrong  for  his  loyal  co-opera' 
tion.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  54  73  is  not  easilty  explained. 

The  bitterly  cold  spell  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  responsible  for  an 
increased  number  of  deaths  over  65  years  of  age,  in  I962  the  over  65  deaths  in 
this  quarter  v^ere  lA  as  compared  with  I9  in  I963.  But  over  the  whole  year  the 
number  of  deaths  in  this  group  was  only  10  more  than  in  1962.  Analysis  of  the 
causes  of  death  in  the  lower  age  groups  reveal  no  common  factor  and  it  is  certain 
there  was  no  epidemic  disease  in  the  community. 

The  infant  that  died  within  hours  of  birth  was  very  premature  and  also  had 
brain  damage.  Both  the  other  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  were  due  to  pneumonia 
but  they  occurred  long  after  the  cold  spell  v/as  over.  In  the  1-4  year  group  1 
death  was  due  to  an  acute  virus  infection  the  other  to  pneumonia.  The  five  year 
old  died  of  leiukaemia  which  had  not  been  a  cause  of  death  in  Penryn  during  the 
previous  I5  years.  The  20  year  old  died  as  a  result  of  a  motor  cycle  accident, 
the  only  death  from  this  cause  in  Penryn  during  the  yea,r.  In  the  25-44  year 
group  one  death  was  due  to  cardiac  failure  and  the  other  to  a  tumour  inside  the 
skull.  In  the  45-64  year  group  2  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  disease,  3  to  other 
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cardiac  vascular  conditions,  4  "to  ma,lignant  new  growth  (l  cancer  of  lung) 
and  3  to  cerebral  haemorrhage.  All  this  adds  up  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  chance.  This  sort  of  thing  is 
alwa,ys  a  possibility  in  small  communities.  This  is  very  obvious  when  calcula¬ 
ting  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  which  on  account  of  2  extra  still  births 
shot  up  from  39*6  to  67.4*

Miss.  E.J.  Jennings,  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  reports? 

It  is  very  disappointing  to  learn  that  the  Penryn  perinatal  mortality 
rate  was  once  again  higher  than  that  for  the  County  as  a  whole,  which  in  its  turn 
was  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Y/ales. 

Every  expectant  mother  can  help  to  improve  this  sad  state  of  affairs 
by  starting  regular  ante  natal  care  before  she  is  12  weeks  pregnant,  Regular 
tests  to  estimate  the  amount  of  iron  in  the  blood,  regular  v/eighing  and  wise 
eating  will  do  much  to  prevent  expectant  mothers  developing  the  conditions  v/hich 
often  cause  still  births  and  infant  deaths. 

A  weekly  Ante  natal  Relaxation  Class  has  been  started  by  Ifixs.  V/allis, 
the  District  Midwife,  and  Miss.  Clarke  the  Health  Visitor.  Expectant  Mothers 
booked  for  either  hospital  or  home  delivery  are  welcomed. 

Children  can  still  suffer  from  and  they  do  still  die  from  poliomyelitis, 
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diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  Penryn  on  31st  December  1963 
112  children  under  the  age  of  5  yea,rs  were  unprotected.  Protection  is  free, 
Penryn  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  be  responsible 
for  the  Meals  on  fiheels  Service  and  the  Chiropody  Service.  Both  give  invaluable 
help  to  many  elderly  citizens.  Good  food  and  well  cared  for  feet  do  much  to 
prevent  ill  health.

On  the  31st  December,  the  estimated  number  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  1  year  and  5  years  in  Penryn  was  296  (348)  of  those  I84  (219)  or  62.2^  (62.9^) 
had  been  immunised.  This  figure  is  so  low  that  the  danger  of  epidemic  diphtheria 
cannot  be  ignored.

HOUSING 

There  are  some  1554  habitable  dwellings  in  the  Borough,  553  owned 
by  the  Coimcil.  For  the  second  yeo,r  no  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council. 

17  were  built  by  private  enterprise  with  10  further  houses  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SLUM  CLEiiRiUJCE/BOROUGH  OF  PENRYN  ( ST. THOMAS  STREET -BOHILL  /JlEA)CLE/iRANCE  ORDER  1959; 

The  15  properties  of  No. 4  and  5  areas  in  St.  Thomas  Street  have  been 
demolished.  5  houses  in  No. 6  area  have  been  vacated,  leaving  2  properties  still 
occupied,  with  a  single  person  in  each  house.  In  the  No.  7  area.  3  houses  re-condi¬ 
tioned,  3  houses  closed  .and  1  still  occupied. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1936-57/PUBLIC  HEilLTH  ACT  1936; 

As  a,  result  of  informal  action  require  have  been  carried  out  to  7 
properties.  1  Statutory  Notice  was  served  and  the  necessary  repairs  carried  out,

owner  to  repair.  Closing  Orders  were  also  rescinded  on  2  houses  that  had  been 
satisfactorily  repaired.

kEHOUSING; 

The  general  v^aiting  list  has  slightly  increased  to  I66  partly  due  to 
an  increased  request  from  Council  tenants  to  exchange  tenancies. 

The  proposed  old  peoples  development  at  The  College  was  abandoned 
due  to  site  difficulties  and  a  scheme  put  in  the  course  of  preparation  for 

redeveloping  vacant  sites  in  St,  Thomas  Street. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REIUSE  COLLECTION;. 

A  kerb  side  collection  is  mad®  weekly  from  every  dwelling  house  and 
trade  premises  in  the  Borough.  Some  992  loads  were  deposited  at  Falmouth  Borough's 
controlled  tip  at  Trescobeas. 

STREET  SCAVENGING-. 

This  service  has  been  improved  by  the  employment  of  a  3rd  sweeper. 

More  storage  bins  in  suitable  positions  are  required  to  avoid  unnecessary  walking 

to  empty  trucks. 

There  are  10.82  miles  of  streets  in  the  Borough,  3.2  are  swept  daily, 
2.3  twice  weekly,  1.22  weekly  and  the  remainder  occasionally. 

The  12  litter  bins  are  still  used  by  the  public. 


PUBLIC  COIUTENIENCES; 

There  arc  4  ladies  ojid  gents  conveniences  cleansed  daily. 

The  polution  of  the  river  from  the  Town  Quay  continues,  although 

this  should  be  remedied  next  year. 

A  new  site  in  the  centre  of  the  town  still  continues  to  be  a  problem. 


VEMIN  INFESTATION 


ROMTS; 

720  properties  v/ere  inspected,  20  were  found  to  be  infested  by  rats 
and  4  Ny  mice. 

Regular  inspections  and  treatments  of  the  river  bonks  have  been  carried 

out  where  a  greater  number  of  rodents  than  usual  were  found. 

2  se\?er  treatments  wore  carried  out,  covering  the  whole  of  the  area, 

45  manholes  treated  with  a  slight  infestation  recorded  on  one  occasion. 


INSECT  PESTS; 

No  infestation  of  bed  bugs  were  reported. 

Fleas  were  the  most  common  form  of  vermin,  3  houses  being  disinfected. 
3  houses  were  treated  for  house  flies  and  I4  wa.sp  nests  destroyed. 


DRAINAGE  iUTD  SEY/E-RAGE 

64  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made.  The  seviev  extension  at 
Eastwood  Road  was  completed  removing  several  drains  that  discharged  into  the  river. 

A  survey  and  report  was  made  for  the  sewering  of  Packsaddle  area  whore 
new  development  is  proposed. 

One  drain  v;as  laid  across  Commercial  Road  removing  a  direct  discharge 
into  thE  river. 

One  property  was  connected  to  a  water  carriage  system.  Flush  cisterns 
wore  supplied  to  9  hand  flushed  closets.  There  are  7  properties  without  water 
carriage  drainage.  45  properties  have  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  which  are  emptied 
as  necessary.

COMPLAINTS  RELATING  TO  FOOD: 

2  complaints  were  investigated,  one  resulting  in  a  warning  and  no 

further  action  considered  in  the  other  case. 

STORAGE.  PREPARATION  &  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FOOD 
The  total  number  of  food  premises  in  the  area  are  60. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  in  8  premises,  there  are  also  a  fev>f 
bed  and  Breakfast  premises  within  the  area. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

This  is  supplied  by  the  Po,lnouth  Borough  and  has  been  adequate  during 

the  year. 

All  except  18  properties  served  by  13  private  supplies  are  on  mains 

water. 

Possible  development  in  the  Packsaddle  area  may  provide  a  water  main 
for  this  district  whore  some  supplies  are  suspect.
